Furthermore, U you've 
nuule any Jong distance calls during the month, you'll al^o 
notice that the 10 per cent excise lax is added to these

Doubtless 'few people ever remember, but federal ex-- 


cisii taxes wore World Wai- II emergency taxes designed to 
help raise money for defense, and to discourage use of 
Vital telephone lines wiiich were then needed for essential 
war time purposes. When they were put on the books, the 
ehaiimar, of the Ways and Means Committee told Congress,
